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Luck’s return gives hope, but few answers 


After six weeks in the Netherlands, Colts QB returns 
with a ‘stronger and more stable’ throwing shoulder

After a lost season, a trip across the At- 
lantic Ocean, six weeks in the Netherlands, 
months of silence and some of the most 
trying moments of his football career, An- 
drew Luck is back, declaring that his surgi- 
cally-repaired throwing shoulder is “strong- 
er and more stable,” and vowing that he ex- 
pects to be on the field when the Indian- 
apolis Colts’ offseason workouts 
commence in a few short months. 

Asked about his expectation for the 2018

Eva Mozes Kor is almost never at a 
loss for words, but she seems to strug- 
gle to describe what 2017 was like for 
her. 

In April, the 83-year-old Holocaust 
survivor from Terre Haute was awarded 
Indiana’s highest honor. In May, she 
served as grand marshal at the IPL 500 
Festival Parade. By August, she was ap- 
pearing on a radio program with her 
new friend, a bass player from the leg- 
endary metal band Motley Crue. 

Kor traveled more than 80,000 
miles, calmed the winds at Auschwitz, 
floated in the Dead Sea, posed for pic- 
tures with Jake Gyllenhaal and took a 
jug of milk from racing icon Mario An- 
dretti. In September, Buzzfeed, a web- 
site known for its lists and quizzes, in- 
terviewed her for a video on the serious 
subjects of her life and watched as it 
was viewed 180 million times. 

In a bit of an understatement, Kor 
simply says: “I haven’t quite had a year 
like this.” 

Kor has spent the past two decades 
telling anyone who would listen the sto- 
ry of how she survived Nazi lab experi- 
ments on twins and how, after decades 
of bitterness, she found ultimate heal- 
ing by forgiving her tormentors. 

But in 2017 her audience grew expo- 
nentially. Being honored with Indiana’s 
Sachem Award and getting the nod as 
the 500 parade marshal role got things 
started. But the Buzzfeed video sent her

season, Luck did not hesitate with his re- 
sponse: “I don’t see that being in jeopardy at 
all. I plan on being ready for everything.” 

The Colts’ franchise quarterback re- 
turned to the team facility this week after a 
six-week stay in the Netherlands, where he 
continued treatment with a trainer he’s 
worked with in the past and “trusts very 
much’ — Luck wouldn't divulge the train- 
er's name or expertise. More significant: In- 
stead of the stem-cell therapy that Luck 
was widely speculated to have sought, or a 
similar operation that is illegal to perform in 
the United States, Luck says he was in 
Europe merely for rehabilitation, strength 
training and soft tissue work.

Homeless struggle to 
Stay alive in frigid cold

They have names — Tony, Shannon, 
Bobby and Debbie. And they live in the 
shadows of Downtown Indianapolis. 

The hidden homeless of Indianapolis 
are some of the hardiest people you'll ever 
meet. They have MacGyver-like skills, 
taking junk and tuming it into sturdy 
shelters, stairs and gardens. 

How long could you survive outdoors 
in near-zero temperatures day and night? 


As frigid air has settled over Central In- 
diana, agencies that work with the home- 
less are in a race to save lives. 

Melissa Burgess and Robert Worden, 
outreach workers for the Horizon House 
day shelter, are on the streets almost ev- 
ery day and some nights checking on the 
welfare of people who live off the grid. 

They keep a ready supply of hand 
warmers, blankets, thermal underwear, 
gloves, hats, tampons and water in the 
back of their donated van to distribute as 
needed, while also assessing any critical 
needs — mental health issues, substance 


abuse or injuries. 

When it gets this cold — temperatures 
in the single digits and below — their job 
gets even harder. 

“Our main focus is just to make sure 
they survive,” Burgess said. “We're focus- 
ing on frostbite — fingers, toes, ears and 
nose — and hypothermia. Today, we're 
checking on folks literally living on the 
streets, sleeping in encampments and 
under bridges and in the woods.” 

Their first stop Thursday moming as
